UN DRAFT 
AWAITED 


Bill In Committee Differs 
From Measure Approved By 
Senate; Controversy Noted 


WASHINGTON, (lP—Bitter dis- 
pute in the house over two major 
provisions of the Burke-Wadsworth : 
conscription bill as approved by the 
senate threatened today to delay 
early house action. 


The senate approved the bill, 58 
to 31, and sent it to the house last | 
night after 14 days of debate. If it | 
becomes law, it will be the first 
time in American peacetime history 
that men have been subjected to 
compulsory training. 

The house version of the bill still 
is in committee where the major 
controversy is over the age limits of | 
men to be registered for military 
service. = 


The senate bill calls for registra- 
tion of all the estimated 12,000,000 ! 
men between the ages of 21 and 31, 
with the army authorized to pick 
900,000 of them for 12 months of 
training each year for five years. 
The house military affairs commit- 
tee has tentatively agreed to in- 
crease the age limit to include all 
those between 21 and 45. 


The other major obstacle to early 
action is the amendment by Senat- 
or Richard B. Russell, D., Ga., which 
the senate adopted shortly before 
final passage at 8 p. m., last night. 
It would grant the executive de- 
partment power to commandeer in- 
dustry when such action is neces- 
sary to insure production of defense 
materials. The house already is for- 
mally on record opposing 
grant of power. 

In most respects, however, the 
senate and house bills are in har- 
mony. The administration’s chances 
of getting the bill to the house floor 
next week depend upon its ability 
to resolve the fight.in the house 
committee over age limits. 

Until yesterday the house bill 
provided for the registration of all 
men between 18 and 64, with the 
draft limited to those between 21 
and 45. But just when the com- 
mittee was about to agree to re- 
port the bill favorably, Rep. Joseph 
W. Byrns, D., Tenn., made 
tion which was adopted, 13 to 10, 
and which caused the committee to 
suspend further action for the day. 

Members differed as to what the 
motion accomplished. Since it was 
made verbally, presumably the ver- 
sion of Chairman Andrew J. May 
will prevail when the committee 
meets again today. May said that 
Byrns struck from the bill the reg- 
istration feature embracing the ages

WAR NEARIN 
ANNIVERSARY 


Night Air Attacks Are 
Reported Again By 
London And Berlin

Night-1aiding planes rained high 
explosives ind incendiary bombs up- 
on London and Berlin today as the 
war’s first anniversary drew near. 

The end of nearly a year of arm- 
ed conflict found Great Britain and 
Germany locked in a titanic strug- 
gle which already had swept over 
more than half of Europe and into 
Africa. Threat of extension of the 
battle into new arenas was una- 
bated. 

The crescendo of night air 
fare appeared to be rising. 

Both London and Berlin reported 
the severest night attacks yet ex- 
perienced. Both Britain and Ger- 
many, smashing blows also were 
aimed at other cities. 

London's raid lasted seven hours 
and 10 minutes. Berlin’s was slight- 
ly half as long. It was timed at two 
hours and 53 minutes, 

Nearly 1,000 incendiary bombs fell 
on London. High explosive missiles 
were dropped as well. German raid- 
ers, operating for the most part in 
groups of two or three. flew over 
the city from dusk until dawn. 

It was the second night out of 
three that many Londoners had 
spent most of the time in air raid 
shelters. Bombs fell in 19 different 
districts and there were many cas- 
ualties, including some fatalities. 

Ten persons were known to have 
been killed and 28 injured in the 
British raid on Berlin and a num- 
ber of fires were observed. 

Two 110-pound bombs fell in the 
Kottbusserstrasse in southeast Ber- 
killing four men and two wo- 
men and injuring 16. Others fell in 
the eastern suburb of Bruenau. 

The question whether the war 
would spread to the Balkans was 
the underlying issue of an emer- 
gency conference called today in 
Vienna by the Axis powers. Ger- 
many and Italy were attempting 
to settle the Rumanian-Hungarian

Jand quarrel before it should flare | 


into general hostilities and endang- 
er this important source of axis sup- 
plies. The enigma of the negotia- 
tions was Soviet Russia.
